St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 12th October, 1871. Meetms ' 

Aitek the close of the examinations of the year 1871, a public meeting 
of the Queen’s University was held in Dublin Castle on the 1 2th October, 

1871, for conferring degrees, diplomas, and prizes. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places 
in the Examination Hall, the Most Honorable the Marquis of Kildare, 
Chancellor of the University, the Senate, the Professors and Examiners, 
and the Candidates, entered it in procession. 

The Chancellor opened the meeting with the following address 
Lames and GEOTLEMEN-We have again this year to lament the 
death of one of the great officers of the Queen’s University. SmMaziere 
Brady was Vice-Chancellor from its foundation, and always devoted his 
time and anxious attention to its interests. It is only neoe^yto refer 
to the many able addresses delivered by him in this Hall to see bow ^care- 
fully he watched the progress of the University and Colleges, and the 
moral and matoriaA intGrGsts o£ the students. „

for the degree of bachelor, of whom 42 have passed. For the degree ol 
LL.B. there have been six candidates, of whom live have been successful ; 
and for the degree of B.E. nine candidates, of whom seven passed. The 
answering of the candidates, too, appears to have been in several cases 
deserving of notice. It has been especially reported to the senate in 
three instances. Mr. Pye, who will tills day receive the degree of M.D. 
with honours of the first class, is returned by the examiners as having 
received his honours upon unusually high answering (applause). Mr. 
Blyth has been awarded a first-class certificate in experimental science 
upon answering which is also returned to the senate as unusually good 
(applause) ; and Mr. Patrick Lynam’s answering at the first University 
examination in engineering has been thought deserving of similar com- 
mendation. 

With respect to distinctions won by our students outside the Univer- 
sity, we have no means of collecting complete statistics, but the following 
cases having been brought under my notice may be mentioned here. Mr. 
[Raymond West, a Master in Arts of the University, and a former 
student of Queen’s College, Galway, has been appointed a Judge of the 
High Court of Bombay. Before leaving Ireland he had obtained a 
studentship in the Inns of Court in Dublin. Mr. Robert MacSwinney, a 
Bachelor in Laws, and a graduate in arts of the University, who also 
was a student of Queen’s College, Galway, lias been awarded a first-class 
exhibition at the Inns of Court in London. Mr. Samuel Anglin, Bachelor 
in Engineering, who studied in Queen’s College, Cork, has obtained a 
second Whitworth Scholarship in the open competition of 1871 ; and Mr. 
John Earl Oram, another Bachelor in Engineering, who was educated at 
Queen’s College, Galway, has been appointed to the chair of mathematical 
sciences and engineering in Kingston College, Windsor, Nova Scotia. 
Mr. Charles Coatsworth, who is one of the candidates that have just been 
awarded Peel Exhibitions in this University for their distinguished 
answering at the first University examination in arts, has also won under 
the Department of Science and Art one of the Royal Scholarships on 
distinguished answering. In the army medical competition many of our 
graduates have, as usual, been successful. I find in the list Drs. 
M'Oracken and Dickson, of the Queen’s College, Belfast ; and Drs. 
Macnamara, Beamish, and 0’Carroll,of the Queen’s College, Cork j and Drs. 
Martin, Wilson, Joynt, Blood, Edge, and Drury, of the Queen’s College, 
Galway. Similarly, Dr. Power of the Queen’s College, Cork ; and Drs. 
Kearney, Reed, and Ratliborne, of the Queen’s College, Galway, have 
been successful at competitions for admission to the medical service of the 
Royal Navy. Although some of these medical men have been in part 
educated elsewhere, the positions which they have won for themselves 
must be in great part attributed, as well as the entire success of the 
graduates of other faculties whom I have named, to the efficient teaching 
of the Colleges of this University (applause). 

The degrees and certificates, itc., were then conferred upon the suc- 
cessful students by the Chancellor.
